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” to the HOLY LAND, ...-- 


UR DAYS IN ROME had been so rushed that 
we found the leisurely hours on the plane to 
Egypt a welcome period of rest. The flight, 
however, had its own excitements. We flew over a good 
many Greek islands in the Ionian Sea, crossed a por- 
tion of the Peloponnesus (the great peninsula of 
southern Greece), and passed over the island of Crete. 

(““We” consisted of a party of eight—Lewis J. Willis, 
Cecil B. Knight, Donald S. Aultman, Paul S. Stallings, 
Estel Moore, Wayne Heil, Floyd Timmerman, and the 
writer—traveling to Jerusalem, where we would at- 
tend the World Pentecostal Conference.) 

By the time we landed on the bumpy runway in 
Cairo, it was quite dark, Friday, May 12. Even before 
we checked into our hotel on the Nile River, a 
dragoman met us and offered us his services during 
our stay in Egypt—for a fee. A dragoman is an in- 
terpreter-guide, usually dressed in a long, flowing, 
richly-colored gown called a velebiya, and a red head- 
piece called a fez. Our dragoman, however, was dressed 
in stylish European clothes and seemed to be a man 
of some importance. For the next two days he or his 
assistant guided us to many interesting places; the 
assistant wore the customary gelebiya and fez. 

For the first time, we began in Egypt to feel that 
we were out of our own country. Because of the poverty 
and disease on every hand, driving through the poor 
sections of Cairo was a depressing experience. Most of 
the men were dressed in their loose gowns; almost all 
the women were swathed in black from their heads 
to their feet, with black veils covering their faces. 
This, with the wild disorder of the traffic and the 
filth of the outdoor markets, made us well aware that 
we were in a strange land. 

In Cairo we visited the famous Egyptian Museum, 
where we were especially intrigued by the mum- 
mified bodies of many past pharaohs. The one that 
claimed our particular interest was Ramses II, the 
pharaoh who reigned when Moses led the children of 
Israel out of Egypt. It was a sobering experience to 
look upon the remains of the very man whose heart 
was hardened, who would not permit God’s people to 
leave their servitude. Someone among us observed that 
if Moses had made the wrong decision, he also would 
be a mummy in this still, dusky room; but instead, 
he is today with the redeemed of God. 

We visited the oldest Jewish synagogue and the old- 
est Christian church in the land of Egypt. The syn- 
agogue is traditionally associated with the life of 
Moses; the church is said to be at the place where 
Joseph and Mary resided when they fled to Egypt from 
the wrath of Herod. According to the custodians of 
these places, these are the actual sites they are rep- 
resented to be. The visitor in these lands must decide 
for himself concerning the genuineness of many pur- 
ported sites. 


ONE OF THE “MUSTS” of any visit to Egypt is a 
trip to the Pyramids and the mysterious Sphinx. On 
our way to these famous landmarks, we went first to 
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the site of old Memphis, principal city of early Egypt. 
Centuries ago Memphis became a desolate wasteland, 
conquered by the restless Sahara Desert which 
reached out with its hot, blowing sand to bury the 
ancient city. Only a few excavated monuments now 
mark the spot where the proud city once stood. 
From Memphis we went farther into the desert to 
Sakkara, once the burial ground for the pharaohs 
and the sacred bulls of Memphis. The cool caverns 
where the bulls were once entombed were a welcome 
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relief from the fierce midday heat and the scorching, 
swirling sand outside. Though all the mummified bulls 
have been removed from the tombs, the massive stone 
sarcophagi in which they were buried are excellently 
preserved. With such veneration as the Egyptians held 
for Apis, the bull, it is easy to understand why the 
Hebrews, grown familiar with this worship, should 
erect their golden calf or bull in the wilderness of 
Sinai. 

The burial houses of the ancient kings were near 
the bull tombs. The walls of these corridors and 
chambers were empty, for the mummified bodies had 
_— ees to the museum I have already men- 
ioned. 

There on the fringe of the Sahara Desert our party 
was happy to meet quite a number of our Church of 
God brethren traveling in other groups to the con- 
ference in Jerusalem. It is always good to see brethren, 
especially as you travel far away from home. 

Between Sakkara and the Pyramids, we passed 
through the fertile valley of Giseh, or Goshen, where 
the Israelites lived during their sojourn in Egypt. It 
is such a lush, green valley compared with the desert 
desolation all about it that it is understandable why 
the Egyptians became envious of the Israelites. 
Throughout green Giseh we saw bands of bedouins, 
nomads who follow their flocks and live much as they 
have since ancient times. These shepherd-folk live in 
flat, black, goat-hair or camel-hair tents. 

Soon we were looking upon the ageless face of the 
Sphinx and the towering cones of the Pyramids, a 
scene sufficient to give pause to any man. Here was a 
scene so ancient that even Abraham could have seen— 
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and probably did see—it when he first went into the 
land of Egypt. The children of Israel were no doubt 
well acquainted with these wonders at the time they 
lived in Goshen. The Pyramids and the Sphinx are of 
such antiquity that everything recorded in the Bible 
Soe ae happened after these wonders were 
erected. 

Through the burning heat and flying sand we ap- 
proached on camel-back one of the original “Seven 
Wonders of the World”—the only one that still exists 
today: the Great Pyramid of Khufu or Cheops. Ac- 
cording to Herodotus, it took twenty years to build 
the Great Pyramid; 100,000 slaves, laboring in relays, 
quarried the huge blocks of granite near Thebes, 600 
miles south, and ferried them to their present place 
during the Nile flood seasons. There are 2,300,000 
of these blocks in this one pyramid, with an average 
weight of two and a half tons and some weighing 
as much as sixty tons. The labor required for this 
task staggers the imagination, for no machines exist- 
ed then, only the muscle power of the slaves. All the 


people in that ~ worked for one man—their 
me aga and pyramid was to be his sacred 
omb. 

We went deep into the subterranean burial chamber 


in the very heart of the Great of tom To gain this, 
we had to climb some forty fee 


up the side of the 





pyramid, enter through a narrow opening, descend 
for about sixty feet and then climb a steep, low pas- 
sageway in a stooped, cramped position for over 100 
feet to the “Grand Gallery’; here we climbed up- 
right for another 150 feet, and followed a narrow, 
very low passage—stooping to almost half our height— 
into the King’s Burial Chamber. This was an ex- 
hausting, difficult climb, but one well worth the effort. 

When Cheops died, he was placed in this dismal 
chamber—which had intricate passageways to permit 
his soul to find its way back to its body—and then 
all the entrances were closed, sealed, and hidden. 
The pharaoh was a god, and great effort was made 
to secure his body and his riches—always buried 
with the pharaoh—from despoilation by grave rob- 
bers. Yet, when the pyramid was first entered in A.D. 
818, it was discovered that grave robbers had already 
been there, possibly centuries before, had stolen the 
vast riches, and had even disposed of the royal mum- 
my of Cheops. 

We saw many other things in Egypt, such as the 
Citadel of Saladin and the Alabaster Mosque on the 
outskirts of Cairo. We saw a considerable stretch of 
the Nile River, though we were not permitted by time 
to go up the river to Thebes, Karnak and the other 
historical sites. It was easy to sit on the banks of the 
Nile and think of the time when it had been turned 
into blood as a judgment of God. No country has ever 
been more dependent upon one natural feature than 
is Egypt dependent upon the Nile. Only it keeps the 
Sahara Desert from swallowing up the whole of the 


land. 
Seeing the poverty and desolation of Egypt, and 


remembering the glorious empire that was once Egypt, 
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I could not help calling to mind the words of a holy 
prophet many centuries ago: 

And I will make the land of Egypt desolate 
in the midst of the countries that are 
desolate. ... 

It shall be the basest of the kingdoms; 
neither shall it exalt itself any more above the 
nations: for I will diminish them, and they 
o— _ rule over the nations (Ezekiel 


FROM EGYPT we flew north to Beirut, Lebanon. 
This prosperous city and friendly land was a welcome 
relief from the poverty and squalor of Cairo. Though 
Lebanon is one of the seven Arab states of the Middle 
East—along with Egypt, Jordan, Syria, Iraq, Arabia 
and Yemen—it is a land friendly both to the United 
States and the new state of Israel. 

The Lebanese are descendants of the ancient Phoe- 
nicians, a seafaring people mentioned frequently in 
the Scriptures. The cities of Tyre and Sidon lie on the 
coast south of Beirut; Jesus visited these cities during 
His ministry, and their inhabitants traveled to Galilee 
to hear Him preach (Mark 3:8). 

Because our time was limited we were not able to 
go into the north of Lebanon to see the famous cedars. 
These, you will recall, were used by Solomon in the 
construction of his temple. We did visit Baalbek, an 
ancient holy city erected for the worship of the 
Phoenician god, Baal. Baal, you will recall, gave the 
Israelites many opportunities for apostasy during their 
early years in Palestine. The temple city of Baalbek 
stands in impressive ruins today. When Rome ruled 
over Phoenicia, they erected temples to their gods, so 
one is able to see these remains today along with 
those of earlier times. The temples of Jupiter and 
Bacchus were particularly impressive. 

Traveling by car, we drove from Baalbek to Damas- 
cus, in the land of Syria. We could see snow-covered 
Mount Hermon as we drove along the rolling, fertile 
Lebanese hills. Crossing the Lebanon-Syria border 
was quite a task, one which required about an hour. 
Syria forms a part of the present United Arab Re- 
public, and the Syrians are very cautious about those 
who enter. There was no real difficulty, only an ex- 
treme caution on the part of the border officials. We 
found Syria to be a hot, dry land. The barren steppes 
and fields of Syria, cluttered with huge boulders and 
limestone clifts, are in sharp contrast to the verdant 
valleys of Lebanon. 


IN DAMASCUS we were in the oldest city in the 
world, first mentioned in the Bible in Genesis 14:15, 
and were in direct contact with the dramatic life of 
St. Paul. It was easy to imagine how fierce the noon- 
day sun was just outside Damascus on the day Saul 
of Tarsus was struck to the ground. 

In the competent hands of a friendly officer-guide, 
we traveled down the “Street Called Straight,” now a 
narrow street of crowded bazaars. In the day of Saint 
Paul it was a spacious thoroughfare. We turned up a 
side alley from the “Street Called Straight” and visited 
the home of Ananias, the disciple who consulted with 
Paul when he arrived in the city. Inside the house we 
felt a strong sense of worship, and one of us began 
a hymn. We sang together and had prayer. From 
Straight Street we drove along the walls of old Da- 
mascus to the traditional site of Paul’s escape from 
the wrath of the Jews, when the Christians helped 
him over the wall in a basket (Acts 9:24). 

som Damascus we drove back late at night into 
Beirut, Lebanon. Our next stop was to be Jerusalem,

in Guatemala 


HE TITLES ABOVE were the 
j headlines across the front 
page of British Honduras’ 
largest newspaper, the Belize Bill- 
board. But these headlines meant 
more to me than just a news 
story; they represented a frighten- 
ing but blessed experience. 

Imprisoned by an_ inebriated 
maniac in a foreign country, false- 
ly accused of espionage, illegal en- 
try, resisting arrest, insulting the 
government and other preposterous 
charges; held incommunicado for 
eight days; this was our plight. How 
wonderful it was to talk with God 
at a time like that; how reassuring 
to feel His presence; how precious 
to experience that God is a pres- 
ent help in a time of need! 

Two friends, Mr. Charles Mere- 
dith and Mr. Homer Wilkes, and I, 
who live in the vicinity of West 
Palm Beach, Florida, went to Be- 
lize, British Honduras, Central 
America to investigate purchase of 
a cattle ranch. Joined there by a 
British Honduras real estate agent, 
Mr. Alfred Edwards, we went out in 
the country to survey the possibil- 
ities. The decision was made to 
visit the Maya ruins at Xunantun- 
ich. Edwards was tired and decided 
to rest so Wilkes relieved him at 
the wheel. Wilkes did not realize 
that he was near the Guatemalan 
border until he saw the Guatema- 
lan flag. He immediately stopped 
and turned the car around on 
British Honduras territory. 

Someone mentioned being thirsty 
so we walked down to the river on 
the British Honduran side. When 
we returned Guatemalan police

were waiting at the car and asked 
us to come to a nearby police sta- 
tion across the border. At the police 
station we were suddenly surround- 
ed by soldiers. 

After a two-hour wait the im- 
migration chief (which we shall 
call Don Julio as the newspaper 
referred to him) arrived, but in 
such a condition that we immedi- 
ately knew he was drunk. Don Julio 
ignored us for about fifteen min- 
utes. He then began to cross- 
examine us, giving the impression 
that he was only looking for an 
opportunity to detain us. 

We tried in our limited Spanish 
to explain to him that we had mis- 
takenly come to the border looking 
for the Maya ruins at Xunantun- 
ich. One of the soldiers told us 


that there were Maya ruins at Te- 
cal. He showed us some pictures of 
the ruins and invited us to visit 
them. Thankful for a show of 
friendliness after Don Julio’s sullen 
hostility, Wilkes said that he was 
glad to know about the ruins at 
Tecal. He remarked that many 
Americans would perhaps like to 
visit them. This, he said, would 
help to cement friendly relations 
between Guatemala and the Unit- 
ed States and help avoid such 
strained conditions as existed in 
Cuba. 

At the mention of the word Cuba 
Don Julio became very excited. He 
forced us at gun point to go back 
across the border and bring our car 
to the Guatemalan police station. 
We were placed under heavy guard 
and told that we would be charged 
with illegal entry, resisting arrest, 
espionage on behalf of Cuba, and 
insulting the Guatemalan govern- 
ment. However, no formal charges 
were ever placed; neither were 
there any formal hearings. 

During the eight days that fol- 
lowed we were under quite a se- 
vere strain. We had no place to 
sleep except on the concrete floor. 
The only food available was in a 
grass hut. Here dogs and chickens 
continually ran under foot and 
pigeons roosted over the tables. 
Even then we were forced to pay 
for what food we received. 

It was evident that Don Julio 
was hoping to receive large sums 
of money from us which we did 
not have. It later developed that he 
had at one time been a high of- 
ficial in the government, but his 
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incompetence and _ unpredictable 
behavior had resulted in several 
demotions until he found himself 
at the end of the line in this out- 
post. He was trying to redeem him- 
self by claiming to his superiors 
that he had located and captured 
vicious Cuban spies which had pen- 
etrated the Guatemalan border. We 
heard alternately that we would be 
imprisoned for seven years or be 
shot. 

There was, however, a higher 
hand in the arrangements. I was 
the only Christian in the group; 
the others continually beseeched 
me to pray, which I was ready to 
do without encouragement. We be- 
came aware that an unseen Per- 
son was in our midst. On the fifth 
day I received a most precious and 
reassuring experience. During ex- 
tended prayer I felt the presence 
of Christ. It seemed that He literal- 
ly took my hand and lifted me up. 
From that time on I was comforted. 

Having been a Christian only a 
few months I did not know how to 
pray eloquently, but I had the 
pleasure of leading my associates 
in prayer and hearing them testify 
to feeling God’s presence. On more 
than one occasion I saw some of 
the guards join us in prayer. I in- 
deed had the feeling that God had 
a purpose in the affair and turned 
this trial to His glory. 

On the seventh day we received 
news that Don Julio had been sum- 
marily dismissed and replaced by a 
new immigration chief, Senor Gon- 
zales. On the eighth day a telegram 
came from the President of Guate- 
mala, authorizing our release, ex- 
pressing his regret for the incon- 
venience we had suffered, and in- 
viting us to visit Guatemala any 
time, provided we had the proper 
credentials. Thank God for deliv- 
erance! God had moved upon one 
of the policemen to inform the 
President by wire of the situation. 
An investigation had revealed the 
truth, effected our release and 
shamed our drunken tormenter. 

This was an experience that I 
would not like to repeat, but I am 
happy to have been able to witness 
for my Lord, to trust in Him un- 
der difficult circumstances, and to 
have received His help in a time 
of need. 
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The Spirit of 
True Worship

ORSHIP MUST BE spirit- 

W ual because God is Spirit; 

therefore, the very na- 
ture of God conditions our worship. 
“Exalt ye the Lord” shows His po- 
sition. “Worship at his footstool” 
shows our position. ‘For he is holy” 
shows both His excellence and our 
failure. To truly worship God we 
must love Him and express that love 
in gratitude, admiration and ad- 
oration. 

True worship always springs 
from love. There are many reasons 
why we love people and God. Per- 
haps we love Him just because 
He first loved us. This is love based 
on gratitude or thanksgiving. If we 
have had a hard week—more diffi- 
culties than usual—then God has 
not been so good to us and we do 
not owe Him so much gratitude 
this week. If God had healed our 
body, given us some special favor 
in a social way, we would praise 
Him loud and long; otherwise, we 
just do not feel like offering praise. 
Illustration: A six-year-old boy was 
trying to explain to his baby sister 
why she should say “thank you” 
for kindnesses. Said he, “It means 
I’m glad I’ve got it; and if you 
have any more, I’ll take that too.” 
Is your expression of gratitude to 
God any more than that? Do you 
say “thank you” just to get more? 


“And he went a little farther” 
Matthew 26:39. 


This kind of love often permits 
great looseness in worship. We can 
laugh and talk in the vestibule, as 
we enter the house of God, about 
all kinds of irrelevant subjects 
without any qualms of conscience 
because we do not really have any- 
thing special for -which to give 
praise. Since we do not feel in any 
spirit of worship as we enter, we 
take a seat near the back of the 
church. Others around us are whis- 
pering and we cannot be rude to 
them, so we whisper too. If some- 
one asked us if we loved the Lord, 
we would say that we certainly do 
and that we are filled with grati- 
tude every time He does something 
special for us. Thanksgiving is good 
but it is not enough! 

Love is capable of great growth. 
No doubt all new-born Christians 
are filled with thanksgiving, as 
they should be—but they must go 
on to grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour. 
Gratitude is good and all of us 
should be thankful for the Bible 
teaches it. But one who loves God 
only out of gratitude is a “Babe- 
in-Christ” and needs to grow up. 
Our gratitude springs from selfish 
motives. I have been blessed! The 
Lord is my shepherd! etc., etc. To 
begin to grow up for God we must 
go on in our worship past thanks- 




















giving, as necessary as that is—to 
admiration of God. 

When we admire God we begin 
to see Him in the excellency of His 
holy nature. The dictionary defines 
admiration as “esteem, accom- 
panied by pleasure and delight.” 
When we admire an acquaintance 
of ours, we enjoy being in his pres- 
ence. We often seek opportunities 
to be alone with him. The same is 
true in our association with God; 
the true admirer finds his greatest 
joy in God’s presence, not only in 
church but in the privacy of his 
own room. We do not admire a 
friend for what he does for us, but 
for what he is. So with God, ad- 
miration is a step above gratitude, 
because it is getting away from self 
and looking upward toward God. 

When times are good, we have 
many thankful Christians, but how 
many admiring ones? “And he went 
a little farther”’—so the Bible says 
about Jesus in the Garden. Are you 
willing to go a little farther than 
the masses of Christians and climb 
to a higher experience of worship 





to God by adding to gratitude 
admiration? 

- Yet, this is not sufficient, for the 
height of true worship is found 
neither in gratitude or admiration 
but in adoration. By adoration I 
mean a complete and overpowering 
love for God—a love that is the 
ruling element of the life. In Wey- 
mouth’s translation we find Paul 
saying, “For the love of God over- 
powers me.” This is an example of 
adoration. This adoration for God 
resulted in a love for souls that 
made it possible for him to say, 
“IT could wish that myself were ac- 
cursed from Christ for my breth- 
ren... .” Great heaviness and con- 
tinual sorrow accompanied that 
burden. If we hope to live for God, 
we must be willing to carry a bur- 
den for Him. 

God is looking for people today— 
not just nominal Christians who 
will worship casually as others do, 
but spiritual giants—who will dare, 
in the face of laxity in Pentecostal 
services, stand head and shoulders 
above the ranks. We must have

these dedicated people to lead the 
Church in the trying times that 
seem to be just ahead. 

David Brainerd, the great mis- 
sionary to the American Indians, 
and Henry Martin, who burned out 
for God in India, are outstanding 
examples of youths who adored 
God. Their prayers were filled with 
expressions of adoration, such as 
“the lovely Christ,” “the lover of 
my soul,” “the adorable One,” etc. 
Perhaps no other men since the 
time of Paul have had a greater 
influence for good than these two 
men. 
“The love of Christ both 

wounds and heals; it kills and 

makes alive; it draws and re- 
pulses; it sobers and enrap- 
tures. There can be nothing 
more terrible nor wonderful 
than to be stricken with love 
for Christ so deeply that the 
whole being goes out in a 
pained adoration of His per- 
son—an adoration that dis- 
turbs and disconcerts while it 
purges and satisfies and re- 
laxes the deep, inner heart.”

“And he went a little farther. ...” 
You must make up your mind to 
walk alone—yet, not alone; for, He 
will never leave you. You must be 
willing to leave the crowds behind 
if you would be a true worshipper 
of God. 

To worship God in Spirit and in 
truth, you will have to be sincere 
all of the time. Don’t ever make 
light of sacred things—such as 
making sport of a sacred song or 
an attitude of worship. I read about 
a man who taught his dog to put 
up his paws in an attitude of 
prayer for his entertainment and 
the praise of his friends. I am sure 
that he did not have a very good 
idea of true worship. Praise is due 
to God, for He is holy, and an an- 
imal cannot have the conception 
of worship. 

If we truly get a vision of the 
King, the Lord of Hosts, we will 
worship Him with gratitude, ad- 
miration and adoration. Only then 
will we find ourselves really getting 
a foretaste of the pleasure the an- 
gels have in saying “HOLY, HOLY, 
HOLY, LORD GOD ALMIGHTY.”

Effective Witnessing

OW TO BE an effective 

witness for Christ is, in my 

estimation, the most im- 
portant subject for any church or 
religious organization. At no other 
time in the history of Western civ- 
ilization have ideals, beliefs, and 
omen been so utterly and elo- 
quently challenged. 

Anyone can witness, but to be an 
effective witness, one must possess 
these three things: knowledge, sen- 
sitivity and preparation through 
prayer. 

rst, we must have a knowledge 
of our faith. Paul wrote in Ephe- 
sians 4:12, 13: “For the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ: Till we all come in 
the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto 
a perfect man, unto the measure 
of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ.” 

When you ask someone, “Why 
are you a Democrat or a Republi- 
can?” the usual answer is, “Be- 
cause my parents were.” Too many 
have never stopped to weigh, meas- 
ure, or evaluate the ideals to which 
they adhere. Do we not find an 
analogy in the church today? One 
hundred million Americans belong 
to churches today, and too many, 
I fear, have no experience with 
God. Is this not like joining serv- 
ice clubs, lodges, or country clubs? 


Romans 10:1-4, “Brethren, my 
heart’s desire and prayer to God 
for Israel is, that they might be 
saved. For I bear them record that 
they have a zeal of God, but not 
according to knowledge. For they 
being ignorant of s righteous- 
ness, and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, have not 
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submitted themselves unto the 
righteousness of God. For Christ 
is the end of the law for right- 
compen to every one that believ- 
e hy 

I wonder if perhaps that is the 
situation in America today. We 
have an enthusiasm for religious 
affairs, but that does not neces- 
sarily mean that it is an enlight- 
ened one. For that reason we who 
profess Jesus Christ as our Lord 
and Saviour must have the knowl- 
edge of our faith in order to im- 
part it. 

Second, we must have sensitivity. 
We must understand the people to 
whom we are: speaking. Many per- 
sons try to fit everyone into their 
mold, expecting a repetition of 
their own personal experience. 
When you read the Bible you will 
not find two persons who came to 
Jesus in exactly the same way. 
Christ is adaptable to the needs of 
rm men, not just one particular 


ype. 

To illustrate, note Paul’s method 
of dealing with different groups. 
He had a sensitivity toward the 
hearers of that day. In Acts 13 he 
was speaking to a Jewish congre- 
gation. He started by establishing 
a rapport, a mode of communica- 
tion, a channel of thought. He pre- 
sented Jesus Christ to them 
through the channel of their own 
historians.

from these unreal things, to wor- 
ship the living God, the creator of 
the earth, and sky and sea and of 
everything that is in them.” Paul 
knew that this was the language 
which would get his message across, 
and he presented Jesus Christ 
through the realm of nature. 


In Acts 17 Paul was in a dif- 
ferent area, the great city of 
Athens. This was the center of cul- 
ture, refinement, understanding, 
knowledge and education. When 
Paul came to this city and saw the 
images which they had erected to 
their false gods he stood in Areop- 
agus and spoke to them: “Men of 
Athens, I perceive that you are in 
every way remarkably religious. As 
I passed along and observed your 
objects of worship, I found an altar 
bearing the inscription, ‘TO THE 
UNKNOWN GOD.’” Paul was im- 
mediately speaking the language of 
these people. And what did he say 
to them? “Whom therefore you in 
ignorance do revere, I now proclaim 
to you. For it is in him we live 
and move and have our being.” He 
used their language to present 
Christ to them. We must be sen- 
sitive to the needs of our hearers. 


Third, an effective Christian 
witness must be thoroughly pre- 
pared through prayer. Colossians 
4:2-5, “Be earnest and unwearied 
in prayer, being intent on it and on 
your giving of thanks. And pray 
at the same time for us also, that 
God may open to us a door for 
preaching, for us to tell the truth 
concerning Christ, for the sake of 
which I am a prisoner. Then I 
shall proclaim it fully as it is my 
duty to do. Behave wisely in rela- 
tion to the outside world, seizing 
your opportunities.” 

We are failing because we have 
become weary in prayer. Prayer is 
the basis of an effective Christian 
life. Our lives must be full of 
prayer so that we are led by the 
Holy Ghost. Then doors will be 
opened and souls will be led to 
Christ. The Holy Spirit, through us, 
leads men to God. The channel 
has to be open; we are the tools 
with which God works to build His 
kingdom. 

The understanding of the gos- 
pel, which the Christian must 
have, can come only through daily 
meditation, reading and studying. 
Whatever we do should be done in 
the Spirit, name, and consciousness 
of Christ. When we do that, it be- 
comes our ambition, life, and de- 
sire. We must “seek .. . first the 
eo neg of heaven.” Too many are 
putting themselves first. We must 
act with the power of God today. 
If every Church of God member 
could only see the vision that the 
‘whole world is a pulpit from which 
to preach the gospel! Tell of Christ 
in the shops, in the offices and in 
the home; put Him first. 
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As the day begins with the dawning of a bright sun 
that radiates its light to brighten the darkened horizon, 
the heathen: the Moslems, the Buddhists, and all fol- 
lowers of idols and devils cannot see the light for 
the blackness of their souls. They live behind the 
shadow of false teachings and doctrines. They toil, 
sweat and labor until evening, when the sun sets and 


the shadows come and they are once again conscious 
that their life has no future. Their only hope is to 
be reunited with their ancestors. 


Can we reach them in time to snatch them from 
behind this shadow of sin and place them under the 
eternal shadow of the Almighty?

Nehru Asks Fair Treatment 
of Religious Minorities 


BHOPAL, India (EP)—Prime 
Minister Jawaharal Nehru has ap- 
pealed to Hindus for fair treat- 
ment of Christians, Moslems and 
other minority religious groups in 
India. 

“Christians are as much Indians 
as anyone else,” he told a recent 
public meeting in this city. “They 
must have full opportunity. It is 
the Hindus’ responsibility to look 
after them and to create a climate 
of confidence among them. It is 
their duty, national and moral, ... 
to assure minorities equal treat- 
ment. The minorities are our own 
people.”

WINSTON-SALEM, N. C. (EP)— 
The Board of Trustees of Wake 
Forest College, a Southern Baptist 
School here, have removed racial 
barriers at graduate divisions of the 
institution. They postponed action, 
however, on the college’s under- 
graduate sections. 

In the future, the trustees, deans 
and faculties may make their own 
decisions concerning the admission 
of Negroes to the college’s Bow- 
man Gray School of Medicine, 
School of Law and Division of 
Graduate Studies. 

Commenting on the trustees’ ac- 
tion, Dr. Henry Stroupe, director of 
the Graduate Studies Division, 
said: “To the best of ay knowl- 
edge the graduate faculty would 
be willing to admit any qualified 
Negro applicant.” 


Buddhism to Become 

Burma’s State Religion 
RANGOON, Burma (EP)—Bur- 

mese officials report that Buddhism 

will be announced as the state re- 

ligion next August, climaxing near- 

ly a year of preparations for the 


event. 
The bill to be submitted to the 





August session of Parliament will 
amend Section 21 of the Constitu- 
tion to read: 

“Buddhism, as the faith professed 
by the great majority of the cit- 
izens of the Union, shall be the 
State religion.” 

At. present it reads: “The State 
reco es the special position of 
Buddhism as the faith professed by 
the great majority of the citizens 
of the Union.” 

Muslims, Protestants and Cath- 
olics have joined in protesting 
Buddhism as Burma’s state relig- 
ion. About 80 per cent of Burma’s 
20,250,000 population is Buddhist. 
Protestants number some 600,000 
wae Catholics more than

GREENSBORO, N. C. (EP) — 
Evangelist Billy Graham sounded 
solemn warning here at the clos- 
ing session of the Silver Anniver- 
sary Convocation of the North 
Carolina Council of Churches. 

“I predict,” he said, “that our 
next generation is going to turn 
away and against the Church if 
Protestantism does not make its 
witness felt.” 

“We have become proud, self- 
centered and self-seeking,” he said, 
“the Protestant churches of Amer-

ica need a spiritual revival that 
will put new dynamics and power 
back in our churches.” 

“We’ve allowed our members to 
have prejudices in matters of race 
and practice immorality in busi- 
ness ethics which would make Sa- 
tan blush. And they sit in our pews 
on Sundays and we call them 
saints. 

“The Protestant Church today 
needs to come to a point of hu- 
mility and dedication to Christ. We 
need a new depth of commitment to 
our Lord Jesus Christ. We need 
new simplicity and authority in our 
ministry. 

“We need a spiritual awakening 
that would put a new moral fiber 
in our society; we need unity to 
work together—spiritual unity. ... 
There’s a philosophy of despair in 
our world today; there are people 
who don’t belong but who are 
searching for peace and security. 


“Christians must courageously 
apply Christian principles in so- 
ciety, civic and business life. Chris- 
tians must have a new simplicity 
in preaching and_ witnessing.”

Such was the offering for the 
Annual Missionary Convention of 
The Peoples’ Church, Toronto, an- 
nounced by Dr. Oswald J. Smith 
on the closing day, May 21, after 
which, amid great rejoicing, the 
“Hallelujah Chorus” was sung. 

The great auditorium was packed 
with more than 2,000 people and 
many scores were standing. 

The Sunday School gave $52,000; 
the Elders gave $47,000; and the 
Choir gave $13,000. To God be the 
glory!

Episcopal Bishop: “Don’t Debunk Miracles” 


CHICAGO (EP)—An Episcopal 
Bishop has warned Christians here 
against debunking miracles. 

“Miracles are at the core of their 
faith,” said Bishop Gerald Francis 
Burrill, “and Christians should not 
forget it. 

“It may be a source of embar- 
rassment to some churchmen to 
confess that Christianity is based 
on mystery and miracle,” he told 
the 124th annual convention of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Chicago. But 
he declared that the “mighty acts 


of God” in such miracles as His 
Incarnation and the Resurrection 
cannot be accounted for adequately 
by — explanation. 

“These great historic events 
said Bishop Burrill, “are Christian 
faith .. . not antiquated notions 
with which we may toy and tink- 


er. 

“Either they are evident and 
abiding truth or our preaching be- 
comes an empty, albeit pious, cod- 
ification of the capricious moral 
Style of the day.”
